Mayor: No plans to 
sell spirits at city 
events this year

Radciiff could allow some alco¬ 
hol consumption in Colvin Com- 
nnuiity Center and Radciiff City 
Park North. 

City council members met 
Friday for a work session to discuss 
what policies should be set for the 
consumption and sale of alcohol 
on city property. 

Alcohol sales will be allowed at 
private events at Colvin Com- 
miuiity Center w^hen the entire 
building is rented if issues on 
w^hich council members reached 
consensuses are approved. 

About half of the groups asking 
to rent tlie building ask if aicohoi 
can be served there for weddings, 
reunions and other private events, 
said Jury^ recreation director 
for the center. 

The facility easily fills booking 
dates, even without renters being 
allowed to serve alcohol, she said. 


Only licensed caterers would 
be allowed to serve aicohoi at the 
functions, and all alcohol would be 
allowed. 

Sales woiddnT be allowed lor 
events that charge admission, ex¬ 
cept those hosted by cigani^atjons 
that are documented nonprofit 
groups. 

That stipulation is to avoid 
groups taking advantage of alcohol 
being allowed there. 

Council members also might 
decide to require doors to the pool 
area he locked during events at 
which alcohol would be served be¬ 
cause alcohol isn’t allowed in that 
iU’ea. 

Council members decided to 
prohibit drinking in parks except 
for city-sponsored events at Rad- 
clifT City Park North when city of¬ 
ficials decide to sell alcohol there 
using licensed caterers. Only beer 
and possibly malt-based wine 
coolers would be aiiowed. 

Mayor. JJ. Duvall said there are 
no plans scj far to sell alcohol at 
city events this year. 

Maiding the sale possible could 
allow city officials to consider hav¬ 
ing a roped'Off beer garden for an 
Oktoberfest event or co sponsoi 
events sponsored by alcohol diS’ 


tributers, drawing attention to 
RadcM. 

Council members decided to al¬ 
low no other alcohol sale or use in 
cit>^ parks because it would be too 
hard to control and mean too 
much liability for the city. 

City Attorney Mike Pike sug¬ 
gested a police officer could moni¬ 
tor the exit of the area where beer 
is confined to make sure the peo¬ 
ple leaving aren’t visibly drunk. 

Pike said the city and its leaders 
could most easily avoid liability for 
alcohol-related incidents after 
drinking on city property by not 
allowing alcohol sales or consump¬ 
tion of alcohol on city property at 
all. 

“If ffiere’s a fatal accident, 
everyone’s going to be sued," he 
said. 

The next safest measure is to 
make alcohol used on city proper¬ 
ty as controlled as possible, Pike 
said. 

Council members plan to re¬ 
view a draft of a resolution making 
the changes during a special meet¬ 
ing April 30.

central Kentucky lawmak¬ 
er can declare he is the 
"‘biggest loser"* in a recent 
legislative session. 

Democratic Rep. Terry 
Mills, of Lebanon, lost 40 
pounds in a weight-loss 
challenge among lawmak¬ 
ers that started when the 
General Assembly began 
meeting in January and 
lasted through March, 

“Now, the read chidlenge 
is keeping the weight off," 
Mills said. 

Coming in a dose sec- 
tmd was Republican Sen. 
Jimmy Higdon, also of 
Lebanon. Higdon lost 36 
pounds in the contest that 
came about after Rep. Tim 
Moore, R-Elizabethlown, 
and Sen. Joey Pendleton, 
D-Hopkinsville, had a dis¬ 
cussion about the state*s in¬ 
creased rate of cliildhood 
obesity. 

Moore said they decid¬ 
ed they “could encourage 
healthy lifestyles by being a 


little bit more health con¬ 
scious in the General 
Assembly."* 

Twenty-six lawmakers 
paiticipated and lost a total 
of 180 pound-s. Senators lost 
a higher percentage of 
weight - 4.1 percent com¬ 
pared to 2.5 percent for 
House members. And 
Democrats lost a higher 
percentage than Republi¬ 
cans " 3.4 percent com- 
paied to 2.63 percent. 

The top two losers, Mills 
and Higdon, placed a $H) 
wager during the initial 
weigh-in on who would 
lose the most. 

Mills said he limited his 
protein and carbohydrates, 
avoided sugar and fried 
food and began a regular 
exercise routine. 

Higdon said he gave up 
soft drinks and sugar and 
stopped eating out of habit. 

Mills ai^d Higdon both 
said they hope their actions 
set a good example ibr 
young people to lead 
healthier lives.

Summit of the Americas in 
Cartagena, Colombia, 

A government official 
briefed on the invesUga- 
tion said more than 200 
people have been inter’ 
viewed so far. The official 
spoke on the condition of 
anonymity to discuss the 
continuing investigation. 


Lale Friday, Sen. Chuck 
Grassley, R-lowa, urged a 
broader investigation, in¬ 
cluding checking hotel 
records for White House 
advance staff and commu¬ 
nications personnel who 
were in Cartagena for the 
summitn 

In a letter to Sullivaji 
and the inspector general 
at the Homeland Security 
Department, Grasslcy 
asked whether hotel 
records for the White 
House staffers had been 
pulled as part of the inves¬ 
tigations. 

The scandal, which now 
includes 12 Secret Semce 
employees and 11 military 


members, has become a 
political issue. 

Sarah Palin, the Re¬ 
publican vice presidential 
nominee in 20()8, weighed 
in after pictures from oust¬ 
ed Secret Service supervi¬ 
sor David Chaney’s 
Facebook profile emerged. 

He joked about "^really 
checking her our after a 
friend comment on a pic¬ 
ture of Palin, with Chaney 
standing in the back- 
gi'ound during the 2008 
campaign. 

Palin told Fox News that 
joke was on Chaney.

Obama^s spokesm an 
has said it is ^preposterous 
to politicize’' the situation 
and has said Obama would 
be angry if allegations pub¬ 
lished so far proved to be 
true. 

The incident in Colom¬ 
bia involved at least some 
Secret Service personnel 
biinging prostitutes to their 
hotel rooms. 

News of the incident, 
wliich involves at least 20 
Colombian women, broke 
a week ago after a fight 
over payment between a 
prostitute and a Secret 
Service agent spilled into 
the hotel hallway. A 24- 
year old Colombian prosti¬ 
tute told The New Tfhrk 
Titties that the agent agreed 
to pay her $800 for a night 
of sex but ihe next mo n 
ing ofiered her onlj $i0 
She eventually left the ho¬ 
tel, she told the newspaper, 
after she was paid $22.^. 

All of the agents being 
investigated have had their 
top-secret clearances re¬ 
voked. 

Col Scott Malcom, a 
spokesman for U.S.

ISSUE: 2012 General Assembly 
OUR VIEW: Politics in the way, again 


It’s all over but the shouting. 

Rarely has an adage been so 
fitting. The Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly’s 2012 session ended April 
12 on the statutorily mandated 
60th day. Outwardly, it seemed to 
be without much of the snarkiness 
and maneuvering that have been 
Capitol hallmarks in recent years. 

It was a major success that law¬ 
makers agreed to a state budget in 
the regular session. More often 
than not in the last decade that 
has not been the case. 

Among other legislation, they 
approved a redistricting plan, 
measures designed to benefit vet¬ 
erans and a ban on certain syn¬ 
thetic drugs. 

What they failed to do is pass a 
redistricting plan that could with¬ 
stand a court challenge or approve 
a measure expected to help com¬ 
bat rampant prescription drug 
abuse - the Pill Mill Bill. 

They also completed a road 
plan, a prioritized list of road con¬ 
struction projects. The road plan 
made it to the governor’s desk, 
but Gov. Steve Beshear deferred, 
saying he needed to study it be¬ 
fore he would sign it. 

Without the plan, legislators 
would not pass a transportation 
budget to pay for the work. Just 
like the regular budget, passing 
the transportation budget is one of 
the most important parts of the 
legislature’s jobs. 

After what we assume was due 
diligence, Beshear used line-item 
vetoes to strip 11 projects totaling 
approximately $50 million from 
the plan. He claims Senate Presi¬ 
dent David L. Williams, a Repub¬ 
lican and opponent in the last gu¬ 
bernatorial election, loaded the 
plan with special projects to bene¬ 
fit Williams’ 16th Senate District in 
Clinton, Cumberland, McCreary, 
Monroe, Wayne and Whitley 


counties. 

Williams and Beshear launched 
salvos at each other in very public 
and unseemly ways. 

“The bill that he has vetoed is 
not a budget bill and in my opin¬ 
ion, his actions are not only vin¬ 
dictive but unconstitutional,” Wil¬ 
liams said. 

Beshear called Williams’ plan 
“greedy.” 

The Senate attempted to reinstate 
the projects but the amendment 
proved too divisive and ultimately, a 
measure aU sides agreed to passed 
without the 16th District projects. 

Published reports say work re¬ 
moved from the plan pales in com¬ 
parison to projects for districts repre¬ 
sented by Democratic House leaders. 

According to the Lexington 
Herald-Leader, the original road 
plan would have spent $115 mil¬ 
lion in Williams’ district or $1,017 
per person. Hoyd County, home 
of House Speaker Greg Stumbo, 
D-Prestonsburg, would get $95 
million or $2,411 per person. 
Elliott County, home of House 
Majority Leader Rocky Adkins, 
D-Sandy Hook, would get $41 
million or $5,259 per person. 

Per-capita figures don’t really 
tell us anything. Recent figures for 
road spending in Hardin County 
have been exceptionally high per 
person because of Fort Knox’s 
change of mission and the size of 
the work force compared to the 
size of the population. But the fig¬ 
ures and the political rancor in¬ 
volved raise questions. 

If Beshear is correct and Willi¬ 
ams inserted or prioritized projects 
unnecessarily, shame on him. 

If Beshear canceled them out 
of spite and not because of a lack 
of merit, shame on him, too. 

Still left undone is redistricting. 
We suspect the shouting and 
shame will continue.

Knox nixes Nugent and a debate ensues online 


T ed Nugent expresses his 
opinion about the Obama 
administration. It was 
quite unfavorable. A video 
found its way to YouTube and 
his rock music status fueled ferv- 
er over the remarks. 

The issue surfaced locally last 
week when Nugent was dropped 
from plans for a summer concert 
at Fort Knox. This newspaper’s 
posting to Twitter and Facebook 
lit up with comments Thursday 
afternoon. 

Many, but certainly not all, 
offered support for Nugent. 

“Let the man say what he 
wants to say and do what he 
wants to do,” one person wrote. 
“He always has and always will.” 

Most of the remarks focused 
on First Amendment rights pro¬ 
tecting free speech. 

Here’s a typical example: “I 
thought we had free speech in 
this country. I think he has the 
right to say whatever he wants.” 
Nugent, like any American, is 



free to express himself. His ex¬ 
pression is what started the situa¬ 
tion. 

But remember, freedom isn’t 
free. That’s the greatest truth 
about freedom. It is most often 
spoken around Memorial Day as 
a reminder of the supreme sacri¬ 
fice paid by many service men 
and women in the defense of 
our nation. It also applies here. 

Nugent is free to share his 
opinions. He is not, however, 
free from the consequences of 
those statements. 

Gentlemen, you are free to 
tell your wife that her Sunday 
dress makes her hips look huge. 
However, I would not recom¬ 
mend it. 


Most people control their 
statements to avoid hurting 
someone’s feelings. It would be 
very rare to find an employee 
who openly shares every opin¬ 
ion about his supervisor with 
that person. We measure the 
cost. 

In this situation, freedom of 
speech cost Ted Nugent a con¬ 
cert date. 

I have no unique information 
about Fort Knox’s decision. All I 
know is what already has been 
published. So what you are 
about to read is conjecture and 
opinion. 

I am certain Nugent’s open 
criticism of the commander-in- 
chief did not play well on any 
U.S. Army post. Regardless of 
personal opinions about per¬ 
formance or policy, it is essential 
that the military demonstrates 
respect for the president. The 
position deserves that respect. 

Secondly, this concert is 
staged by an organization re¬ 


sponsible for morale and wel¬ 
fare. Inviting a political contro¬ 
versy is not a means to develop 
either characteristic. Nugent’s 
polarizing statements easily 
could transform a concert into a 
protest. That’s reason enough to 
act. 

Then there’s this take from 
another Facebook voice, which 
implies we react differently 
based on who says it. 

“If Ted Nugent wanted to be¬ 
little the president, he should 
have become a comedian. Appa¬ 
rently, musicians aren’t given the 
same freedom of speech that co¬ 
medians possess.” 

I think where it was said mat¬ 
ters as well. 

Nugent’s remarks were made 
at a National Rifle Association 
convention. A certain crowd of 
people dislike the NRA because 
its members own weapons and 
actively work on political mat¬ 
ters of concern to gun owners. 

That privilege, of course, is 


protected by another constitu¬ 
tional amendment in the Bill of 
Rights. In my experience, NRA 
members are fine, responsible 
folks and have been demonized 
by people who use fear over 
facts to advance their political 
arguments. 

So in my opinion, Nugent’s 
statements were criticized more 
heavily because of the company 
he keeps. Anything controversial 
that occurs under the NRA ban¬ 
ner is going to find an opponent 
quick to spread venom that poi¬ 
sons the organization in the 
mind of others. 

And that tendency to trash 
those with whom we disagree 
tends to do more to stifle the 
true effectiveness of our First 
Amendment privileges than any 
action concerning a community 
concert.

Rubio breaks ranks on immigrants 


Rising GOP star Sen. Marco Rubio of 
Plorida has broken with his party's lock- 
step march to the right on immigration 
and, in doing so, has thrown a political 
lifeline to his paily^s presumptive presi¬ 
dential nominee, Mitt Romney. 

While details are lacking and the fresh¬ 
man lawmaker has yet to introduce the 
actual bill, Rubio has proposed allowing 
young illegal immigrants - who were 
brought here as children and who have 
completed high school - to apply for le¬ 
gal status that would allow them to re¬ 
main in the U.S., work and get a driver's 
license. 

He does not lay out a path to i itizen* 
shm, unlike the Democrats’ proposed 
DREAM Act^ which does so for voung il¬ 
legal immigrants who seive m the [lili" 
tary or pursue at least a bachelor's de¬ 
gree. 

Immigration hard-liners dismissed Ru¬ 
bio's proposal as two-step process of 
amnesty” It's hardly amnesty, but once 
given pemiajient residency, the now-legal 
young immigi anb would presumably be 
free to apply for citizenship. Those details 
have yet to be supplied - and given how 
explosive the issue is among some 
Republicans, Rubio would be welt ad- 
vised to keep his plan vague. 

The young up-and-comer, who turns 
41 in May, may have one receptive atid 
influentiid listener. Romney, speaking al a 
fundraiser, su^ested the need for “a 
Republican vemon of the DREAM Act’^ 

Romney is, as they say in politics, 


“'pivoting,” luniing Ills fire on President 
Barack Obama instead of his rival 
Republicans and trying to edge closer to 
the center from the more extreme posi¬ 
tions required in party primaries. 

Romney has said flatly that all illegal 
imrnigranls should leave. He proposed a 
database that would make it impossible 
for them to get jobs, the idea being they 
would just give up and get out - “self de¬ 
port,” in his words. 

Rubio, a Cuban-American, is offering 
Romney some help he may need, be¬ 
cause Hispanic s increasingly are a key 
swing vote, especially in mat^y of the bat- 
Qeground states like Rubio’s Florida. A 
Pew Research Center poll this week 
showed Obama ahead of Romney 
among Hispanic voters, 67 percent to 27 
percent. 

Rubio regularly is mentioned as a pos¬ 
sible Romney running mate - including, 
inadvertently, by Rubio himself. In mul¬ 
ling his political futurej he said at a fo- 
mmj “If I have done a gf)od job as vice 
president” before catching himself He 
quickly reverted to the standard disclaim¬ 
er expected of all i\ianing-mate aspirants: 
All he wants to do is slay in the &nale 
and do a good job for his constituents. 

Rubio has claimed a place in the line 
of woidd-be vice-presidential candidates. 
Witli Iris possible compromise on the di¬ 
visive issue of immigration, he does not 
come empty-handed.

Congress begins uphill 
battle to pass farm bill

WASHINGTON - The 

Senate has begun laying the 
groundwork for a half-trillion- 
dollar farm and food bill that 
would end unconditional sub¬ 
sidies to farmers, but House 
Republicans’ resolve to cut its 
biggest component - food 
stamps - by $ 13 billion a year 
dims its prospects of passing 
Congress. 

The current five-year farm 
bill expires at the end of 
September, and the Senate 
Agriculture Committee on 
Eriday released a draft of its 
plan to redesign safety nets that 
help farmers weather bad 
times while achieving some 
$23 billion in deficit reduction. 
The full committee is to vote 
next week on the plan, which 
consolidates conservation pro¬ 
grams and takes several steps, 
such as stopping lottery win¬ 
ners from getting assistance, to 
make the food stamp program 
more accountable. Of that $23 
billion in savings projected 
over next 10 years, $4 billion 
comes from food stamps. 

But before getting a bill to the 
president, lawmakers must satis¬ 
fy multiple constituents with dif¬ 
ferent agendas — Northern com 
growers. Southern cotton farm¬ 
ers, insurance companies, 
banks, nutrition groups and en¬ 
vironmentalists. Most difficult 
wiU be narrowing the gap be¬ 
tween the Democratic Senate 
and House Republicans taking 
aim at the food stamp program 
that comprises some 80 percent 
of the bill’s spending. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office said that at the current 
spending pace the Supple¬ 
mental Nutrition Assistance 
Program, or food stamps, 
would spend about $400 bil¬ 
lion over the five-year life of a 
farm bill enacted this year.

Crop insurance subsidies 
would average about $9 billion 
a year, commodity subsidies 
$6.6 billion and farm conserva¬ 
tion programs $6.5 billion. 

Last fall, when the congres¬ 
sional supercommittee was 
making its futile attempt to 
come up with a long-term 
deficit reduction plan. Senate 
Agriculture Committee Chair¬ 
man Debbie Stabenow, D- 
Mich., and her Republican col¬ 
league in the House, Erank 
Lucas of Oklahoma, came up 
with a plan to cut $23 billion 
from farm and food aid over 
the next decade. That plan is 
the framework as the Agricul¬ 
ture Committee’s draft of the 
massive bill, which also in¬ 
cludes such areas as energy, 
forestry, rural development 
and international food aid. 

’’Earmers and ranchers are 
fiscally conservative and defi¬ 
nitely want to contribute as 
much as they can to deficit re¬ 
duction,” said Chandler Goule 
of the National Earmers Union. 
But he said the entire farm bill 
with nutrition still is only about 
2 percent of the federal budget 
and farmers already are bear¬ 
ing more than their fair share 
with the $23 billion in cuts pro¬ 
posed last year. ’’The govern¬ 
ment needs to go somewhere 
else to find additional money 
... that’s what our producers 
think,” he said. 


After 4-month 
surge, gas prices 
start falling 

The worst is over, for 
now. Gasoline prices are 
starting to fall. 

After a four-month surge 
pushed gasoline to nearly $4 
per gallon in early April, 
drivers, politicians and econ¬ 
omists worried gasoline 
prices might soar past all- 
time highs, denting wallets, 
angering voters and drag¬ 
ging down an economy that 
is struggling to grow. 


Instead, pump prices have 
dropped 6 cents over two 
weeks to a national average 
Friday of $3.88. Experts say 
gasoline could fall another 
nickel or more next week. 

Drivers also might get to 
say something they haven’t 
since October 2009 — they’re 
paying less at the pump than 
they did a year ago. 

“It’s nice, much more 
manageable,” said Mark 
Timko, who paid less than 
$4 per gallon Wednesday in 
the Chicago suburb of Burr 
Ridge, Ill., for the first time 
since March

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Kentucky-Indiana bridges project takes step forward

LOUISVILLE - The Louisville- 
Southern Indiana Ohio River Brid¬ 
ges project, designed to improve 
cross-river mobility for the region, 
took a step forward Eriday with fed¬ 
eral approval of a new environmen¬ 
tal impact statement. 

Jose Sepulveda, Kentucky divi¬ 
sion administrator for the Federal 
Highway Administration, signed 
the Supplemental Final Environ¬ 
mental Impact Statement for the 
project, which involves construc¬ 


tion of two bridges and reconstruc¬ 
tion of the Kennedy interchange. 

The Supplemental FEIS was re¬ 
quired after Govs. Steve Beshear of 
Kentucky and Mitch Daniels of 
Indiana, together with Louisville 
Mayor Greg Fischer, agreed to 
modifications that cut the cost of the 
project by $1.5 billion. Their leader¬ 
ship got the long-awaited project off 
the drawing board and on a path to 
construction, which is expected to 
begin before the end of the year. 

With the approval by Sepulvedai, 
the Supplemental FEIS is submitted 


to the U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency for publication in the 
Federal Register. The final sign-off 
comes with federal approval of a re¬ 
vised Record of Decision, which the 
two states expect to receive in mid- 
June. A Record of Decision allows 
Indiana and Kentucky to invest fed¬ 
eral money in the selected alterna¬ 
tive for the project. 

The Ohio River Bridges Project 
bore an estimated cost of $4.1 billion 
before Beshear, Daniels and Fischer 
stepped in. Their recommendations 
reduced the cost to $2.6 billion.

QUESTION: Does my Social 
Security vastly affect my taxes? 

ANSWER; When you filed your 
income taxes this year, your tax 
bill may have unpleasantly sur¬ 
prised you. And if this is the case, 
you are by no means alone. 

There can, of course, be many 
reasons why your taxes could be 
higher than you expect, such as 
having to report a capital gain or 
taking a lump-sum retirement plan 
distribution.

Con¬ 
gress has enacted legislation that 
has eroded its tax-free status.

Once your income respective 
to your filing status reaches these 
levels, then 50 to 85 percent, re¬ 
spectively, of your Social Security 
income can become taxable. This 
quickly can have a substantial im¬ 
pact on your tax return, as many 
Americans receive up to $20,000 
of social security benefits per year.

Furthermore, very few recipi¬ 
ents have any tax withheld from 
this income, as most believe they 
will not be taxed on it. But even a 
modest pension income can make 
a large amount of your Social 
Security benefits taxable. 

For example, if you are single 


and you draw $15,000 a year from 
a company pension, and you also 
receive $16,500 in Social Security 
benefits, then up to 85 percent of 
your benefits are subject to taxation. 

Mathematically, that comes out 
to around $ 14,000, resulting in a 
possible tax bill of $2,100 - as¬ 
suming an effective tax bracket of 
15 percent federal. 

And, of course, if you have ad¬ 
ditional investment income of any 
kind from bonds, CDs, or mutual 
funds, then that will increase your 
taxes as well. 

The good news is, for many 
Americans, there are ways to either 
eliminate or greatly reduce their 
tax bills. One of the key methods 
to achieving this is by moving tax¬ 
able fixed-income assets into tax- 
deferred fixed annuities. 

This effectively allows the tax¬ 
payer to only pay tax on the actual 
taxable portion of each distribution, 
and not on the interest that still is 
compounding within the annuity. 

With taxable CDs or other fixed 
income investments, all interest is 
taxable, whether it is paid out or 
not. This income can, therefore, 
also increase the taxation on your 
Social Security benefits.

Crises make automakers rethink lean parts supplies

DETROIT - For the 

first time in more than 20 
years, U.S. automakers 
are questioning a pillar of 
manufacturing: The prac¬ 
tice of bringing parts to 
assembly lines right be¬ 
fore they're used. 

So called just-in-time 
deliveries have helped 
automakers save billions 
and run their factories 


more efficiently. But the 
approach also relies on 
an almost perfect supply 
chain. And twice in the 
last year, the system's 
weak links have been ex¬ 
posed. 

An earthquake last 
March knocked out 
many Japanese parts 
makers, resulting in facto¬ 
ry shutdowns and model 
shortages around the 


world. And last month, 
an explosion at a Ger¬ 
man chemical plant cut 
off supplies of a resin es¬ 
sential in car fuel lines. 
Without those parts, as¬ 
sembly lines could slow 
or grind to a halt within 
weeks, causing shortages 
of cars on dealer lots later 
this year. 

The threat of a new 
shortage comes as U.S. 


auto sales are just becom¬ 
ing healthy again. Car- 
makers are scrambling to 
find alternatives to the 
resin. 

Supply problems are 
unavoidable, but car 
manufacturers are start¬ 
ing to rethink the just-in- 
time system, which is 
more global than ever 
and relies on increasingly 
specialized parts from 
fewer suppliers.

Alma Bank of Astoria, 
N.Y., agreed to assume Fort 
Lee Federal Savings Bank’s 
deposits and $15.7 million 
of its assets. 

The FDIC estimates 
that Fort Lee Federal Sav¬ 
ings Bank's failure will cost 
the insurance fund $ 14 mil¬ 
lion.

Then 
the quality or grade will 
be determined. According 
to collectors, the grade 
being higher makes the 
coin worth more money. 
With the current gold 
and silver market, high 
prices are being paid for 
older coins too. Any dol¬ 
lar, half, quarter and dime 
coins minted in the US 
1964 and before are more 
desirable. These automati¬ 
cally should be brought 
in. 

The coins worth is 
determined by the rarity 
and the grade. Old silver 
dollars are worth a great 
premium right now. Even 
well worn and heavily- 
circulated ones are bring¬ 
ing good premium. Frank¬ 
lin and Kennedy halves, 
Washington quarters, 
Mercury and Roosevelt 
dimes are all worth many 
times their face value. 
While older types like 
bust, seated, liberties and 
barber coins are worth 
even more. 

Gold coins worth 
more than weight. This 
country did not start mint¬ 


ing coins until 1792. Be¬ 
fore that trade was con¬ 
ducted using gold dust 
and nuggets. The gov¬ 
ernment opened the first 
mints and began distribut¬ 
ing the coins in 1792. By 
the beginning of the 19th 
century coins and paper 
currency were widespread 
and our monetary sys¬ 
tem was here to stay. In 
1933 Roosevelt required 
all banking institutions 
to turn in all gold coins. 
Once all banks turned in 
this gold, the President 
raised the gold standard 
from $20 per ounce to 
$33. This was his way of 
stimulating the economy 
during the great depres¬ 
sion. However, gold coins 
were never redistributed 
after the recall. Not all 
gold coins were turned 
in. Many people chose to 
keep their gold.

KABULj Afghanistan 
- Aighim iecurity forces 
have arrested five militants 
with 22,000 pounds of ex¬ 
plosives they smuggled m 
hon\ Pakistan to carry out 
a maiisivc attack in Kabul, 
as well as another three 
suspects allegedly plan¬ 
ning to assassinate the vice 
president, an official said 
Saturday. 

The reports of new 
planned attacks in the 
Afghan capital came a 
week after militants said to 
be part of the Pakistan- 
based Haqqani group 
launched coordinated as¬ 
saults in the heart of Kabul 
and in three other cities. 

U.S. olficials say they 
have stepped up pressure 
on Islamabad to crack 
down on the Haqqanis, 
who specializes in high- 
profile strikes against well- 
protected targets. 

Three of the five men 
arrested with explosives 
were members of the 
Pakistani Taliban, while 
die other two belonged to 
the Afghan laliban, Na¬ 
tional Director for Security 
spokesman ShafiqiiJ 1 ah 
Tahiry said. He said the 
men’s orders came from 
militant leaders with ties to 
fydstani intelligence. He 
did not say when the ar¬ 
rests took place, nor what 
their intended target was. 

Tahiry said the seized 
explosives were packed in 
400 bags and hidden un¬ 
der potatoes loaded in a 
truck widi Pakistani license 
plates. 

The men confessed they 
‘‘had planned to carry out 
a terrorist attack in a key 
point in Kabul city,” 
Tahiry said. 

He provided a DVD 
showing images of the 
truck and the recorded 
confessions of the men, but 
did not provide other 


Army data gives 
snapshot of drug 
trade in war zone

WASHINGTON - The U.S. Army has inves^ 
tigated 5b soldiers in Afghanistan on suspicion of 
using or distributing heroin, morphine or other 
opiates during 2010 and 2011, newly obtained data 
shows. Eight soldiers died of dmg overdoses dur¬ 
ing that time. 

Wliile the cases re^iresent just a slice of possible 
dmg use fay U,S, troops in Afghanistan, they pro¬ 
vide a somber snapshot of the illicit trade in the 
war zone^ young Afghans peddling heroin, soldiers 
dying after mixing cocktails of opiates, troops steal¬ 
ing fi-om medical bags, Af ghan soldiers and police 
dealing drugs to U.S. comrades. 

In a country awash i^vith poppy fields that pro¬ 
vide up to 90 percent of the world^s opium, the 
U.S. military struggles to keep an eye on its far- 
flung troops and monitor for substance abuse. 

U.S. ^\rmy officials said while the presence of 
such readily available opium, the raw ingredient 
for heroin, is a concern, opiate abuse has not been 
a pervasive problem for troops in AJghanistan. 

‘‘We have seen sporadic cases of it, but we do 
not see it as a widespread problem, and we have 
the means to check,said Col, Tom Collins, an 
Army spokesman. 

The data represents only the criminal investiga 
tions done by Army Criminal Investigation 
Command involving soldiers in Afghanistan dur¬ 
ing those two years. The cases, therefore, are just a 
piece of the broader drug use statistics released by 
the .^Vrmy this year reporting nearlv 70.000 drug 
offenses by roughly 36,000 soldiers betw'een 2006- 
2011. The number of offense' increased from 
about 9,400 in 2010 to about 11,200 m 2011. 

Overdose totals for the two years howe\ er, are 
double the number tliat the Defense Depaitment 
has reported as dnig-related deaths in Afghanistan 
for the past decade. Defense officials suggested ad¬ 
ditional deaths may have been categorized as "oth¬ 
er” or stiU were under investigation when the sta- 
tistics were submitted. 

The data was requested by conservative w'atch- 
dog group Judicial Watch and obtained by The 
Associated Press* The Navy, Air Force and Marine 
Coips have not yet responded to the request for 
similar information. The Army reports blacked out 
the names of soldiers who were under investiga¬ 
tion as well any resolution of their cases or punish¬ 
ments ffiey may have received. 

Tom Fitlon, president of Judicial Watch, said the 
numbers signal the need for the military leadership 
to be more vigilant about watching and warning 
troops in Afghanistan about dmg S^use, He said 
the wori’y is that “the danger, including the danger 
of dying, hasn't been hill) acknowledged by the 
military and it needs to he.” 

Army offiemh ay the\ do random dmg testing 
through the service and the goal is that every sol¬ 
dier is tested at least once a yeai.

The mysterious caller 
claimed ttj be from Micro¬ 
soft and offered step-by- 
step instructions to repair 
damage from a software 
virus. The electric power

The caller^ who was 
never traced or identified, 
helpfully instructed the 
companies to enable spe¬ 
cific features in their com- 
uters that actually would 
ave created a trapdocjr in 
their networks. That vul¬ 
nerability would have al¬ 
lowed hackers to shut 
down a plant and thrown 
thousands of customers 
into the dark. 

The power employees 
hung up on the caller and 
ignored the advice. 

The incident from Feb- 
mary, documented by one 
of the government’s emer¬ 
ge n cy cy ber-response 

teams, shows the persistent 
threat of electronic attacks 
and intrusions that could 
dismpt the country’s most 
critical industries. 

The House this week 
will consider legislation to 
better defend these and 
other corporate networks 
from foreign governments, 
cybercriminals and terror¬ 
ist groups. But deep divi¬ 
sions over how best to han¬ 
dle the mowing problem 
means solutions are a long 
way off. 

Chief among the dis¬ 
putes is the role of the gov¬ 


ernment in protecting the 
private sector. 

The U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce and other busi¬ 
ness groups oppose requir- 
ing cybersecurity stan¬ 
dards. Rules imposed by 
Washington would in¬ 
crease their costs without 
reducing their risks, they 
say. 

Obama administration 
olftcials and aecurity ex¬ 
perts say companies that 
operate power plants, com¬ 
munication systems, chem¬ 
ical facilities and more 
should have to meet per¬ 
formance standards to 
prove they can withstand 
attacks or recover quickly 
from them. 

The rift echoes the heat¬ 
ed debate ui Washington 
over the scope of govern¬ 
ment and whether new 
regulations hamper private 
businesses. 

Homeland Security Sec¬ 
retary Janet Napolitano 
said Friday that without 
standards for critical indus¬ 
tries, there will be gaps 
U.S, adversaries can ex¬ 
ploit.

Wildcats’ defense looking different

LEXINGTON - Since Kentucky ended its 2011 
season with a historic 10-7 win over Tennessee, a lot 
about the defense responsible for that victory has 
changed. 

That showed in the blue-white spring game 
Saturday. 

The defense had to replace six starters from a 
season ago, but the new-look defense looked im¬ 
pressive, allowing two touchdowns in 40 minutes. 
The format of the game put the starters against the 
backups, and the backups were spotted 14 points. 
The starters won, 35-28. 

The defense was very different than the one that 
played the Volunteers — the first time the Wildcats 
beat their rival since 1984, breaking the nation’s 
longest losing streak to a single opponent. 

In all, the Wildcats lost five of their top seven 
tacklers from 2011. Those seven players totaled 466 
tackles last season, more than half of the team’s to¬ 
tal. 

Five starters graduated and linebacker Ridge 
Wilson was dismissed from the team in February af¬ 
ter being arrested on felony drug charges. 

Linebacker Avery Williamson led all players 
Saturday with eight tackles (two for loss). 
Williamson is trying to fill the void left by Danny 
Trevathan, who led the Southeastern Conference in 
tackles in 2010 and 2011. 

Williamson had 49 tackles last season as a soph¬ 
omore, and coach Joker Phillips compared his ca¬ 
reer to Trevathan’s: two years of backup duties with 
an opportunity to break out as a junior. 

‘Avery was all over the place,” Phillips said. “For 
the amount of time he played last year, he had a lot 
of tackles. He had a lot of tackles for us.” 

Sophomore-to-be Bud Dupree finished with one 
tackle, but Phillips maintains his importance mov¬ 
ing forward. Dupree is taking over at the spot 
Wilson left behind, the hybrid linebacker-defensive 
end integral to coordinator Rick Minter’s 3-4 de¬ 
fense. 

“The guy’s so fast off the edge, he’s what we’ve 
got to block week in and week out. He’s a real guy. 
He’s a real, SEC outside linebacker-rush backer,” 
Phillips said. 

Quarterback Maxwell Smith, who started three 
games in 2011 as a true freshman, finished with 353 
yards passing, two touchdowns and two intercep¬ 
tions. Smith said his area of concern is the deep 
ball. Still, he connected on touchdown passes of 69 
yards and 21 to Demarco Robinson.

Wildcats’ defense looking different

LEXINGTON - Since Kentucky ended its 2011 
season with a historic 10-7 win over Tennessee, a lot 
about the defense responsible for that victory has 
changed. 

That showed in the blue-white spring game 
Saturday. 

The defense had to replace six starters from a 
season ago, but the new-look defense looked im¬ 
pressive, allowing two touchdowns in 40 minutes. 
The format of the game put the starters against the 
backups, and the backups were spotted 14 points. 
The starters won, 35-28. 

The defense was very different than the one that 
played the Volunteers — the first time the Wildcats 
beat their rival since 1984, breaking the nation’s 
longest losing streak to a single opponent. 

In all, the Wildcats lost five of their top seven 
tacklers from 2011. Those seven players totaled 466 
tackles last season, more than half of the team’s to¬ 
tal. 

Five starters graduated and linebacker Ridge 
Wilson was dismissed from the team in February af¬ 
ter being arrested on felony drug charges. 

Linebacker Avery Williamson led all players 
Saturday with eight tackles (two for loss). 
Williamson is trying to fill the void left by Danny 
Trevathan, who led the Southeastern Conference in 
tackles in 2010 and 2011. 

Williamson had 49 tackles last season as a soph¬ 
omore, and coach Joker Phillips compared his ca¬ 
reer to Trevathan’s: two years of backup duties with 
an opportunity to break out as a junior. 

‘Avery was all over the place,” Phillips said. “For 
the amount of time he played last year, he had a lot 
of tackles. He had a lot of tackles for us.” 

Sophomore-to-be Bud Dupree finished with one 
tackle, but Phillips maintains his importance mov¬ 
ing forward. Dupree is taking over at the spot 
Wilson left behind, the hybrid linebacker-defensive 
end integral to coordinator Rick Minter’s 3-4 de¬ 
fense. 

“The guy’s so fast off the edge, he’s what we’ve 
got to block week in and week out. He’s a real guy. 
He’s a real, SEC outside linebacker-rush backer,” 
Phillips said. 

Quarterback Maxwell Smith, who started three 
games in 2011 as a true freshman, finished with 353 
yards passing, two touchdowns and two intercep¬ 
tions. Smith said his area of concern is the deep 
ball. Still, he connected on touchdown passes of 69 
yards and 21 to Demarco Robinson.

LEXINGTON - Jockey Julien Leparoux equaled a 22-year-old 
Keeneland record by winning six races in one day. 

The 28-year-old Leparoux tied Randy Romero and Craig 
Ferret, who both won six races in April 1990. 

Leparoux, who had eight mounts, started out Friday with con¬ 
secutive wins on Rhonin Victoria and Love Reigns. 

After a fourth-place finish on Pisgah Station, he won four in a 
row riding Rally Point, Sum of the Parts, Julie’s Love and Into the 
Fray. He came up short in his chance to break the record, finishing 
second by a neck on Kathmanblu in the $100,000 Grade 3 
Doubledogdare. 

‘Tt was a great day,” said Leparoux, who had Kathmanblu in 
first place heading into the backstretch. ‘‘I was really thinking I 
could get it.”

LEXINGTON - Peter Miller 
of Altamira Racing Stable started 
thinking big in the moments af¬ 
ter his 70-1 longshot. All Squared 
Away, won the Lexington Stakes 
on Saturday. 

“(I’ll) think about something 
like the Preakness,” Miller said 
of his sudden 3-year-old star. 

But the horse Miller picked 
up for $1,000 at a yearling sale is¬ 
n’t Triple Crown nominated, 
meaning he’d have to shell out 
$100,000 of the $120,000 purse 
he just won to give the dark bay 
gelding the chance. 

“Never mind,” Miller said 
with a laugh. “We’ll find some 
other race. I’m not giving up the 
$100,000 I just (won) to run the 
Preakness.” 

They won with record-break¬ 
ing odds in the 31-year-old 
Lexington Stakes. 

All Squared Away fell from 
50-1 to 70-1, but rallied to win 
the $200,000 Grade 3 race at 
Keeneland. He spoiled the Kent¬ 


ucky Derby chances of Castaway 
and other horses looking for 
earnings to make the 20-horse 
field. 

“He’s always trained like a 
good horse, like a quality horse,” 
said Miller, who had trained the 
horse and holds ownership with 
Wire to Wire Racing Inc. “We 
are thrilled. Over the moon.” 

It was a major move for a 


horse that looked bad in its two 
previous stakes races — finishing 
seventh in the El Camino Real 
Derby in Albany, Calif., in 
February and sixth in the Spiral 
Stakes at Turfway in nearby 
Florence last month. 

After the second race. Miller 
decided to leave his horse be¬ 
hind for trainer Wesley Ward. 

It wound up being a wise 


move. 

“The horse had a tough trip in 
the race at Turfway, and after the 
race he just asked me if I would 
take him to train and he gave 
him to me. And I’ll tell you what, 
the horse has just been doing 
fantastic ever since,” Ward said. 
“Every day that goes by the 
horse just keeps getting better 
here. As most horses do when 
they come to Keeneland, it’s 
such a tranquil, peaceful setting. 
Horses just thrive and this guy’s 
one of them.” 

Ward said he believed the 
horse had a good shot to win, 
then kept looking at the odds 
falling out of their favor. 

“You look at the odds and you 
think, well, jeez, we’d be a lot 
better if we ran for $40,000 
claiming (race),” Ward said. 

Instead, All Squared Away, 
sired by Bellamy Road, looked 
right at home on the Polytrack, 
running 1 l/16th miles in 1:42.55 
under Julio Garcia. He stayed 
near the front and kept pace four 
wide before taking control in the 


final furlong and winning by 1V 2 
lengths. 

“I just took a shot. I said, you 
know. I’ll take a chance. We only 
bought him for a $1,000 and he’s 
just turned out to be a neat, neat 
horse,” Miller said. “That’s a nice 
return on investment.” 

Did the owner bet on his 
horse? 

“Not enough,” Miller said. 

All Squared Away paid 
$143.20, $45.80 and $17. Sum¬ 
mer Front returned $5.20 and 
$4, while Hammers Terror paid 
$9.40 to show. 

Castaway, trained by Bob 
Baffert and needing the $120,000 
first-prize purse to have enough 
earnings to make the Derby 
field, finished ninth. Another 
horse with Derby aspirations and 
an outside shot to make the field, 
Morgan’s Guerrilla, finished last 
in the 11-horse field. 

“He didn’t get into a good 
rhythm and was never comfort¬ 
able,” said jockey Julien Lepa¬ 
roux of Morgan’s Guerrilla. “He 
just never got into the race.” 
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AUmendinger captures second pole

But it’s still catch the ball, throw 
the ball,” Howard said Thursday. 
‘‘When we first started out, I prac¬ 
ticed some in the outfield and some 
with the infield. By about a week be¬ 
fore our first game, I knew I’d be in 
the outfield the whole time, so I had 
to focus on that.” 

The changes came about when 
Lexie Wood planned on sitting out 
this season. That decision prompted 
former coach Corey Yates to move 
Greenwell from center field to short 
and Howard from second base to 
center field. Wood returned to the 
team after the season started and has 
played some at catcher. 

The extent of Howard’s previous 
outfield experience was minimal at 
best. She played two games in right 
field last year on the junior varsity 
level because of another player’s in- 
jury. 

“And nothing ever got hit out 
there so I never had to make any 
plays,” Howard said with a laugh. “I 
just stood out there to field the ... 
field.” 

Howard has fielded nearly every¬ 
thing that’s come her way this year. 
Entering the Lady Bulldogs’ double- 
header Friday night at 5th Region 
foe Washington County, Howard 
sported a .947 fielding percentage, 
making just one error in 19 chances. 

She’s proven adept at hitting the 
cutoff on certain throws or throwing 
it to the plate if needed. 

“It surprised me. At second, 
everything is so close,” Howard said. 
“I never knew I could make that 
throw all the way home. I was as 
much surprised as he (Yates) was.”

“She’s a natural athlete, obvious¬ 
ly,” said Greenwell, who played four 
years of varsity soccer alongside 
Howard. “I think it’s just kind of 
came to her. The coaches have 
worked a lot with her, but I think she 
naturally had that ability.”

Unlike several of his track and 
field teammates at Elizabethtown 
High School, senior Chris 
Larrington has a different rela¬ 
tionship with one of his coaches. 

But just because Panthers 
jumps coach Bill Larrington is his 
dad, Chris doesn’t want any spe¬ 
cial treatment. 

Bill said he is more than happy 
to oblige his oldest child. 

“As a coach, you love your ath¬ 
letes and you treat them like your 
own children,” he said. “It’s a re¬ 
ally close relationship. You re¬ 
spect the athlete and the athlete 
respects you. But when you’re a 
coach and the athlete is your son, 
it’s a whole different story. I’m a 
little tougher on Chris than the 
others. I make him do every¬ 
thing, I make him show every¬ 
body everything; all the exam¬ 
ples are Chris.” 

And what an example 
Larrington has been for the 
Panthers. 

Not only is he one of the area’s 
best high jumpers, but Larrington 
has gone from what Bill called a 
“bothersome little dude” to a 
leader the Panthers know they 
can count on. 

“He started when he was in 
the eighth grade,” Bill said. “He 
was just a bothersome little dude 
back then. But our jumpers took 
him under their wing and helped 
him out.” 

Larrington has blossomed un¬ 
der the tutelage of his dad and 
former Elizabethtown jumpers 
like Roshanda Brissett, Jasmine 
Deaderick, Xzavier Wilson and 
Chris Ulis, who won the Class 2- 
A state high jump title in 2010. 

Larrington has gone from 
barely being able to clear 4 feet, 8 
inches in eighth grade to coming 
close to Ulis’ school record (6-5) 
when he cleared 6-2 in March in 
a Tennessee meet.

It’s pretty 
tough following in his footsteps 
because he was a good jumper.”

He 
was Elizabethtown’s top jumper 
last season, when he qualified for 
State for the first time. 

Even though he no-heighted 
in the high jump, his dad said see¬ 
ing his son compete at State was a 
memorable experience.

But just because Panthers 
jumps coach Bill Larrington is his 
dad, Chris doesn’t want any spe¬ 
cial treatment. 

Bill said he is more than happy 
to oblige his oldest child. 

“As a coach, you love your ath¬ 
letes and you treat them like your 
own children,” he said. “It’s a re¬ 
ally close relationship. You re¬ 
spect the athlete and the athlete 
respects you. But when you’re a 
coach and the athlete is your son, 
it’s a whole different story. I’m a 
little tougher on Chris than the 
others. I make him do every¬ 
thing, I make him show every¬ 
body everything; all the exam¬ 
ples are Chris.” 

And what an example 
Larrington has been for the 
Panthers. 

Not only is he one of the area’s 
best high jumpers, but Larrington 
has gone from what Bill called a 
“bothersome little dude” to a 
leader the Panthers know they 
can count on. 

“He started when he was in 
the eighth grade,” Bill said. “He 
was just a bothersome little dude 
back then. But our jumpers took 
him under their wing and helped 
him out.” 

Larrington has blossomed un¬ 
der the tutelage of his dad and 
former Elizabethtown jumpers 
like Roshanda Brissett, Jasmine 
Deaderick, Xzavier Wilson and 
Chris Ulis, who won the Class 2- 
A state high jump title in 2010. 

Larrington has gone from 
barely being able to clear 4 feet, 8 
inches in eighth grade to coming 
close to Ulis’ school record (6-5) 
when he cleared 6-2 in March in 
a Tennessee meet. 

“I’ve been doing this for five 
or six years,” Larrington said. 
“I’ve been working as hard as I 
could, and it’s paid off. 


Whenever Chris was here, I feel 
like that made me better. The 
school record is 6-5, and that’s 
what I want to break. It’s pretty 
tough following in his footsteps 
because he was a good jumper.” 

Larrington has evolved into a 
solid jumper in his own right. He 
was Elizabethtown’s top jumper 
last season, when he qualified for 
State for the first time. 

Even though he no-heighted 
in the high jump, his dad said see¬ 
ing his son compete at State was a 
memorable experience. 

“He was my No. 1 last year 
and made it to State,” Bill said. 
“That was the proudest moment 
of my life, seeing one of my own 


go to State. He no-heighted, but 
hey, he made it to State. 

“As a coach I’m proud,” he 
added. “But then you go home 
and you’re the dad, and you’re 
really proud. It’s been an ab¬ 
solute pleasure to coach him.” 

Bill said it’s been even more of 
a pleasure watching Larrington 
go from the kid growing up on 
Louisville’s west end to who he is 
today. Bill and wife Beth adopted 
Chris when he was 7 years old. 
He was their first child. 

“It was a huge adjustment for 
him. It was a struggle at first,” Bill 
said. “The only reason it worked 
is because he wanted it to. He ac¬ 
cepted us and we absolutely fell 


in love with him. We adopted 
him and the rest is history. He’s 
excelled and done things that I 
can’t even begin to explain how 
proud I am. I can’t put it into 
words.” 

The Larringtons have since 
adopted three others - Candace, 
Lindsey and Bradley - and have 
two foster children. 

There’s something else that 
makes the relationship unique: 
Larrington is black. 

“I get really strange looks,” he 
said. “People ask me if he’s my 
dad. Then people ask if my mom 
is my mom. They’re both white. I 
love it. I was scared at first. I did¬ 
n’t know what to think. I was al¬ 
ways wanting to run away. They 
didn’t try to keep me there; they 
said ‘do you what you want, and 
you’ll come back.’ I came back. I 
love them more than I could ever 
imagine.” 

Bill admitted his family likes to 
joke with people who don’t know 
Chris was adopted. 

“We mess with people,” he 
said. “People are like ‘he’s black,’ 
and I’m like ‘no, really?’ You 
have to have a sense of humor.” 

As the season and his career 
winds down, Larrington has one 
goal he’d like to achieve: winning 
a state title. He’s ranked fifth in 2- 
A and believes he has a shot to 
win. 

But even if that doesn’t hap¬ 
pen, he’ll still have made his old 
man proud. 

“He’ll come at me and I’ll go 
at him, but he uses it as a motiva¬ 
tional tool,” Bill said. “He always 
says ‘once you make me mad, I 
do better.’ I always tell him ‘I 
shouldn’t have to make you 
mad.’ But I’ve enjoyed coaching 
him. There’s nothing better than 
coaching your own children. 

“I look forward to him doing 
the best he can, whatever that is. 
I’m going to be proud no matter 
what he does.”

White Sox’s Humber tosses perfect game

SEATTLE - Phil Humber 
had Tommy John surgery before 
his career even started. He 
bounced around a bit as he tried 
to make it in the major leagues. 

Now, well, Humber is perfect. 

Humber threw the first per¬ 
fect game in the majors in almost 
two years, leading the Chicago 
White Sox to a 4-0 victory over 
the Seattle Mariners on Saturday. 

‘‘What just took place was just 
awesome,” he said. 

It was baseball’s 21st perfect 
game and first since Philadel¬ 
phia’s Roy Halladay threw one 
against the Florida Marlins on 
May 29, 2010. It was the third in 
White Sox’s history, joining 
Mark Buehrle against Tampa 
Bay on July 23, 2009, and Char¬ 
les Robertson against Detroit on 
April 30, 1922. 

Before Saturday, Humber was 
best known as one of four 
prospects the New York Mets 


traded to Minnesota for two-time 
Cy Young Award winner Johan 
Santana in February 2008. That’s 
no longer the case — not after 
tossing the majors’ first no-hitter 
of the season and the second 
April perfect game in major 
league history. 

“I don’t even know what to 
say,” Humber said. “I don’t 
know what Philip Humber is do¬ 
ing in this list. No idea what my 
name is doing there, but I’m 
thankful it’s there.” 

He was drafted No. 3 overall 
by the Mets in 2004, one pick af¬ 
ter Justin Verlander went to the 
Tigers. But Humber was side¬ 
lined by elbow-ligament replace¬ 
ment surgery the following year 
and didn’t win a game in the ma¬ 
jors until 2010 with Kansas City. 

With the White Sox lined up 
on the top step of the dugout, 
Humber fell behind 3-0 to 
Michael Saunders leading off the 
ninth. But he rebounded to strike 
him out. John Jaso then flied out 
before Brendan Ryan, another 


pinch hitter, struck out to end the 
game. 

Ryan took a checked swing 
and missed at a full-count pitch 
that was outside and low, but the 
ball got away from catcher AJ. 
Pierzynski. Ryan lingered out¬ 
side the batter’s box for a 
minute, unsure of umpire Brian 
Runge’s call, and Pierzynski fired 
to first to complete the play. 

“I was more nervous than I 
was in the World Series,” Pier¬ 
zynski said. “There was no build 
up for this, it just happened. And 
you want it so bad for the guy on 
the mound and you want him to 
have that achievement forever 
and you want to have him re¬ 
membered forever. It’s a special 
thing that Phil did.” 

Humber fell to his knees 
when it was over, and his team¬ 
mates rushed toward the mound 
to congratulate him. 

“I saw it get away from AJ. 
and saw the umpire ring him up 
and at that point, a ton of emo¬ 
tions and a lot of joy and excite¬ 


ment,” he said. “Most of all, just 
gratitude, fust thankful for where 
I’m at.” 

His wife, Kristan, is nine 
months’ pregnant and due May 
8. He called her after the game. 

“Humber pitched a great ball- 
game and Pierzynski did a great 
job working with him out there,” 
Mariners manager Eric Wedge 
said. “We really never got any- 
thing going.” 

Ryan didn’t want to talk about 
the check-swing call. 

“I will say it was a pretty out¬ 
standing game he threw,” he 
said. “Had his slider working, 
obviously in and out of the zone, 
kept his pitch count down. ... 
Pretty outstanding stuff from him 
today.” 

Humber struck out nine and 
threw just 96 pitches in his first 
career complete game. The 
right-hander went to a three-ball 
count only three times. 

It was quite a contrast to his 
first start of the season, when he 
went 5 1/3 innings and threw 115 


pitches in a no-decision against 
Baltimore on Monday. 

But Humber has become 
quite the reclamation project for 
Chicago, who picked him up on 
waivers from Oakland in 
January 2011. He was 9-9 with a 
3.75 ERA in 163 innings last sea¬ 
son, his first full season in the 
majors as a starter. 

It was the third no-hitter 
thrown against Seattle. Mark 
Langston and Mike Witt of the 
Angels combined on one on 
April 11, 1990, and Dwight 
Gooden of the New York Yan¬ 
kees threw one on May 14, 1996. 

Humber struck out the side in 
the second while cruising 
through the first four innings in 
just 45 pitches. Chone Eiggins’ 
fly ball to left in the fourth was 
the first ball to reach the outfield. 
Dustin Ackley followed with a 
hard liner to right that Alex Rios 
reached up and stabbed.

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White Sox’s Humber tosses perfect game

SEATTLE - Phil Humber 
had Tommy John surgery before 
his career even started. He 
bounced around a bit as he tried 
to make it in the major leagues. 

Now, well, Humber is perfect. 

Humber threw the first per¬ 
fect game in the majors in almost 
two years, leading the Chicago 
White Sox to a 4-0 victory over 
the Seattle Mariners on Saturday. 

‘‘What just took place was just 
awesome,” he said. 

It was baseball’s 21st perfect 
game and first since Philadel¬ 
phia’s Roy Halladay threw one 
against the Florida Marlins on 
May 29, 2010. It was the third in 
White Sox’s history, joining 
Mark Buehrle against Tampa 
Bay on July 23, 2009, and Char¬ 
les Robertson against Detroit on 
April 30, 1922. 

Before Saturday, Humber was 
best known as one of four 
prospects the New York Mets 


traded to Minnesota for two-time 
Cy Young Award winner Johan 
Santana in February 2008. That’s 
no longer the case — not after 
tossing the majors’ first no-hitter 
of the season and the second 
April perfect game in major 
league history. 

“I don’t even know what to 
say,” Humber said. “I don’t 
know what Philip Humber is do¬ 
ing in this list. No idea what my 
name is doing there, but I’m 
thankful it’s there.” 

He was drafted No. 3 overall 
by the Mets in 2004, one pick af¬ 
ter Justin Verlander went to the 
Tigers. But Humber was side¬ 
lined by elbow-ligament replace¬ 
ment surgery the following year 
and didn’t win a game in the ma¬ 
jors until 2010 with Kansas City. 

With the White Sox lined up 
on the top step of the dugout, 
Humber fell behind 3-0 to 
Michael Saunders leading off the 
ninth. But he rebounded to strike 
him out. John Jaso then flied out 
before Brendan Ryan, another 


pinch hitter, struck out to end the 
game. 

Ryan took a checked swing 
and missed at a full-count pitch 
that was outside and low, but the 
ball got away from catcher AJ. 
Pierzynski. Ryan lingered out¬ 
side the batter’s box for a 
minute, unsure of umpire Brian 
Runge’s call, and Pierzynski fired 
to first to complete the play. 

“I was more nervous than I 
was in the World Series,” Pier¬ 
zynski said. “There was no build 
up for this, it just happened. And 
you want it so bad for the guy on 
the mound and you want him to 
have that achievement forever 
and you want to have him re¬ 
membered forever. It’s a special 
thing that Phil did.” 

Humber fell to his knees 
when it was over, and his team¬ 
mates rushed toward the mound 
to congratulate him. 

“I saw it get away from AJ. 
and saw the umpire ring him up 
and at that point, a ton of emo¬ 
tions and a lot of joy and excite¬ 


ment,” he said. “Most of all, just 
gratitude, fust thankful for where 
I’m at.” 

His wife, Kristan, is nine 
months’ pregnant and due May 
8. He called her after the game. 

“Humber pitched a great ball- 
game and Pierzynski did a great 
job working with him out there,” 
Mariners manager Eric Wedge 
said. “We really never got any- 
thing going.” 

Ryan didn’t want to talk about 
the check-swing call. 

“I will say it was a pretty out¬ 
standing game he threw,” he 
said. “Had his slider working, 
obviously in and out of the zone, 
kept his pitch count down. ... 
Pretty outstanding stuff from him 
today.” 

Humber struck out nine and 
threw just 96 pitches in his first 
career complete game. The 
right-hander went to a three-ball 
count only three times.

A Shelby County wo¬ 
man who was organizing 
a white-pride rally in 
Frankfort and using her 
employer's place of busi¬ 
ness to plan that rally was 
doing so without his 
knowledge, the owner 
said Thursday. 

Bob Spallow, owner of 
Bob's Hay Bam in She!' 
byviUe, said he did not 
know his employee, San¬ 
dra Coy, wa^ using his 
place of business as a con¬ 
tact for the National So- 
ciaiist Movement, a De¬ 
troit-based group that 
planned to rally this 
weekend on the capitol 
grounds in Frankfort. 

‘^Now that I know 
about it, she probably 
wonH be my employee 
very long,’^ Sparrow said. 


“She definitely won't be 
able to use this place of 
business as a hcadquar^ 
ters for it7 

Coy had listed Bob's 
Hay Barn's business ad¬ 
dress at 703 Third St* in 
Shelbyville to file for a 
permit with the stale to be 
able to hold the rally and 
listed her title with the 
group as the Kentucky 
East Coordinator. 

When contacted by 
IheSi^tind-News on Tues¬ 
day, Coy said the busi¬ 
ness was not affiliated 
with the group, other t han 
being the contact address 
for the NSM. She would 
not comment further. 

On Tliursday she was 
not at the facility or avail¬ 
able for huther comment* 

Sources originally had 
told The Sentinel-News the 
owner of the company 


was Bob Hayden. 

When contacted Tues¬ 
day about the rally, Hay¬ 
den said he wasn't inter¬ 
ested in talking about that 
and did not tell the re¬ 
porter he was not afiiliat- 
ed with Bob's Hay Bam. 

Sparrow said he did 
not know^ Hayden or 
know^ who he was* One of 
Hayden's family mem¬ 
bers contacted tne news¬ 
paper Thursday to say 
Hayden did not under- 
.stand the question but he 
was in no way affiliated 
with the NSM. 

Sparrow, who said he 
has owned the business 
for just more than three 
years at that location, sells 
animal feed and hay. He 
said not oniy did he not 
know Coy was using his 
business as a contact for 
the group, but he never 


had heard of NSM. 

He emphasized he 
wants the community to 
know that 

“Only what litde Fve 
seen of (NSM) in the pa¬ 
per, and I don't know any¬ 
thing about it, w^hat they 
do or where they come 
from or anything about 
them,” he said.

Pinterest is a relative 
newcomer to social media, 
but it has changed the way 
that many crafters and do- 
it-yourselfers organize and 
share ideas. 

‘^It should be called 
Jes^a Decker-Snuth's Int¬ 
erests.* lt*a made for me ” 
said Jessa Decker-Smith of 
Denver, who writes a craft 
blog called “Happily 
Horne Sewn.” 

She said she spent “a 
solid two or three days ob¬ 
sessing” about Pinterest 
w'hen she signed on a few 
months ago. She uses it to 
find, cjrganize and share 
sewing projects and crafts, 
mostly, but also recipes, 
fashion and organizing 
tips. 

Pinterest is an online 
pinboard to which you 
“pin” favorite pictures and 
ideas. It’s a public display 
of personal tastes and in¬ 
terest. Subjects include 
travel, food, home decorat¬ 
ing — whatever you can 
think of - but craft blog¬ 
gers were among the first 
to catch the Pinterest bug, 
according to I.^uren Ind- 
vik, an editor at the social 
media news blog 
Mashable.com. 

Decker-Smith^s friend 
cuid fellow crafter Kristin 
Cunningham of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., uses Pin¬ 
terest for hunting down 
home-schooling projects 
for her two young kids, 
and pins gmxaening ideas 
and workout routines. 
Both women like that the 
images they pin on Pin¬ 
terest entice new readers to 
their blogs. 

No matter how niajiy 
times an item is re-pinned, 
viewers are taken to its
